DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1 -1 5 are pending. Claims 3 and 1 4 have been amended and claims 25- 
37 have been added in this communication filed 08/24/10 entered as Response to Non- 
Final Action and Request for Extension of Time. 

2. The IDSs filed 3/19/03, 11/13/02, 5/30/02, 8/25/10, 11/15/10, 3/01/11, and 
2/21/1 1 have been considered and entered. 

EXAMINER'S COMMENT 
Drawings 

3. New corrected drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121 (d) are required in this 
application because The drawings are informal and unacceptable for publication 
(printing). Applicant is advised to employ the services of a competent patent 
draftsperson outside the Office, as the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office no longer 
prepares new drawings. The corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. The requirement for corrected drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 

Claims 1-37 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art Pitroda, Rosen, and Walker et al. disclose a method, a system, and 
a non-transitory computer readable media storing instructions when read by a computer 
causes the computer to perform a balance transfer request for transferring a balance 
from the first credit account to a second credit account and determining with a business 
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logic server using the account data associated with the first credit account that is held is 
related to the second financial institution where the second credit account is held. 

Albert B Crenshaw discloses using transfer checks for shifting an old balance 
onto a new card (a balance transfer). Albert B. Crenshaw did not disclose a method, a 
system, and a non-transitory computer readable media storing instructions when read 
by a computer causes the computer to perform a balance transfer request for 
transferring a balance from the first credit account to a second credit account and 
determining with a business logic server using the account data associated with the first 
credit account that is held is related to the second financial institution where the second 
credit account is held. 

Ed Hanke discloses encouraging current cardholders to transfer their balances to 
lower interest rate accounts. Ed Hanke did not disclose a method, a system, and a non- 
transitory computer readable media storing instructions when read by a computer 
causes the computer to perform a balance transfer request for transferring a balance 
from the first credit account to a second credit account and determining with a business 
logic server using the account data associated with the first credit account that is held is 
related to the second financial institution where the second credit account is held. 

Anonymous, Communications News. Nokomis: "On-line system approves loans 
while customer waits" discloses credit evaluating that automatically applies financial 
criteria to score applications. Anonymous, Communications News. Nokomis: "On-line 
system approves loans while customer waits" did not disclose a method, a system, and 
a non-transitory computer readable media storing instructions when read by a computer 
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causes the computer to perform a balance transfer request for transferring a balance 
from the first credit account to a second credit account and determining with a business 
logic server using the account data associated with the first credit account that is held is 
related to the second financial institution where the second credit account is held. 
Other Related Prior Art 

Jennings et al. (US 5,659,165); Mansvelt et al. (US 5,175,416); and Cunningham 
(US 6,014,645). 

Alsop, Stewart; "The first powerhouse bank of the virtual world" discloses 
NextCard and its Internet Access Financial run by Jeremy Lent. 

Business Editors; NextCard: The New Competition In Online Credit Cards: 
NextCard Visa versus the Yahoo/First USA Visa" discloses online approval, design your 
own card, online balance transfers offering immediate savings, guaranteed safe 
purchases anywhere on the Internet, and full online customer service. 

An extensive search was performed and no better prior art was found. 

For these reasons claims 1,14 and 25 are deemed allowable over the prior art of 
record and claims 2-13, 15, and 26-37 are allowed by dependency. 

It appears that the instant invention is beyond the skill of one of ordinary art. 
Accordingly the invention would NOT have been obvious because one of ordinary skill 
could not have been expected to achieve it. NOR would they have been able to predict 
the results, and as such, they would have not capability of expecting success.
